The  Bombers  carried  a  4  won  —  3  lost 
record  into  G.CL.  competition.  In  their 
first  game,  the  Bombers  upset  Roger  Bac- 
on, 69-61.  Next,  Elder  caught  the  Bombers 
on  an  off-night  and  administered  a  66-50 
drubbing.  For  the  second  time  this  season, 
the  Bombers  had  to  go  into  an  overtime  to 
win.  This  time  the  victim  was  Purcell. 
Roger  Bacon  next  fell  to  the  Bombers  with 
a  68-62  score.  In  the  Covington  Catholic 
game  Froelke's  19,  Altenau's  17,  and  Mey-

DISTRICT  TOURNAMENT 


Xavier,  defending  district  champions,  this  year  were 
not  even  seeded.  They  drew  a  bye  in  the  first  round 
of  the  District  Tournament.  In  the  second  round,  the 
Boys  in  Blue  carried  off  a  hard-fought  63-54  triumph 
over  Madeira.  In  the  quarter  finals,  the  Bombers  play- 
ed second-seeded  Purcell.  The  outside  shooting  of  Dan 
Connaughton  and  the  41-point  effort  by  Altenau  and 
O'Keefe  carried  the  Bombers  to  a  63-57  win.  Hughes, 
with  6'8"  Center  Stacey  Bunton,  was  the  opponent  in 
the  semi-final  game.  The  Bombers  had  to  go  all-out  to 
gain  a  63-58  victory,  with  a  berth  in  the  finals  for  the 
fourth  year  in  a  row.  For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  St. 
Xavier  was  matched  against  Taft  for  the  District  Title. 
Again,  they  beat  them,  76-69,  and  captured  the  District 
Championship.  Special  tribute  should  be  paid  to  Coach 
Berning  who  took  an  inexperienced  team  and  moulded 
them  into  District  Champs. 

Next  came  the  Regionals.  Springfield  was  the  foe  of 
the  Bombers  in  the  semi-final  round  of  the  Regional 
Tournament.  Springfield  fell  to  the  score  of  62-53. 
Altenau  and  Connaughton  had  21  and  17  points.  Peren- 
nial basketball-power  Middletown  was  the  next  stum- 
bling block  in  the  path  of  the  Blue  and  White.  However, 
the  strong  Middletown  squad  proved  to  be  too  much  for 
the  Bombers  as  they  dropped  a  73-64  contest. 

Thus  ended  the  1958-59  basketball  season.  During  it, 
the  Bombers  had  posted  a  presentable  16-8  record,  fin- 
ished second  in  the  G.C.L.,  won  the  District,  and  were 
runners-up  in  the  Regional.  Another  great  season  for 
the  Xavier  Basketeers!
